Report of School Board 


To the Citizens of Litchfield: 


Since our last report a year of school in our new build- 
ing has passed and we find our work and physical condi- 
tions very much improved. 

At the opening of the school year in September, we used 
only one room. At once we were faced with difficulties. 
One, there were more pupils than expected; another, we 
were half an hour short in school time. 

Immediately we endeavored to remedy conditions. First, 
we had part of the scholars, the lower grades, come a half 
hour earlier and the higher grades come at ten o’clock. 

After testing this program for eight weeks we were con- 
vinced that.our problem was not solved.

Accordingly on the seventh of January, two rooms were 
opened. | 

We were fortunate in securing as teacher, a Normal 
School graduate with teaching experience. Miss Florence 
C. Center. Our faithful principal Mrs. Hopwood, leads 
the higher grades, to whom we attribute the splendid con- 
dition of the school house today. 
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Our object to do Junior High work here and prepare 
our boys and girls for High School will accomplish 
three things: First, we will not pay Junior High tuition; 
Second, we will keep our boys and. girls with us two years 
longer; Third, we will be able to get the greatest use 
possible of our splendid building. 


We expect each scholar graduated here to be thoroughly 
grounded in elementry work and able to enter any High 
School in the state. 


We urge all to visit the school and familiarize them- 
selves, with its work and suggest to us ways and means 
where you think our school can improve. By so doing, we 
feel your confidence. 


We find the need of a Parent-teachers’ Association and 
hope the parents will form one. We realize it is not practi- 
cal for all parents to visit school when it is in session, but 
here you can be afforded a grand opportunity of learning 
the work of your chiildren and also learn of some way you 
may be of greater value to them in their school work. Mr. 
Louis DeWitt Record is still our efficient superintendent 
and we have his assurance that our school conduct along 
these lines will be a success and we thank him for his 
splendid cooperation.

School Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board of Litchfield: 
Greeting: 


_I have the pleasure of presenting herewith my fifth an- 
nual report as superintendent of your schools, and I am 
attaching thereto a report from your school nurse. 

Your school register for 1922-23 gives the following 
statistics; Number of weeks of school, 36; salary of teacher, 
$900; whole number of pupils enrolled, boys 20, girls 17, 
total 37; aggregate half days attendance, 10,561; average 
daily attendance, 31; average membership, 33; per cent of 
attendance, 93; number of tardy marks, 91; number of 
visits by superintendent, 18, by members of school board, 
28, by citizens, 63; pupils not absent or tardy for the year, 
Leon Hopwood; for two terms, Clinton Leach, Algenia 
Robinson, Alice Wilson, Flora Wentworth; for one term, 
Rose Bilodeau, Katrina Bochonok, Robert Carney, Helen 
Ford, Marion Ford, Lewis Goff, Gilbert Kinnie, Richard 
Leach, Marguerite Leach. 

Your school opened in September with a larger enrollment 
and has continued to increase until now it has a member- 
ship of 41. The opening of the second room in January, 
with Miss Florence Center in charge of grades I, II, and 
III, has relieved the congestion to some extent. 

With no larger number of pupils and two teachers, 
it would seem advisable to undertake all the work neces- 
sary for entering the pupils in a senior high school. This 
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will make the work of your school considerably more com- 
plicated. Some of the parents will wish to send their chil- 
dren to the Manchester High, East or West, some to the 
Nashua High, and some, perhaps, to McGaw _ Institute. 
Entrance to these schools presupposes junior high work of 
far different amounts, ranging from none at all at McGaw, 
to the maximum amount at Nashua. The Nashua Junior 
High has courses in elementry science, junior high math- 
ematics, French, Latin, Commerce, domestic arts, and 
manual training. 

It would be out of the question to attempt to give that 
number of courses in a small school and fortunately the 
Nashua High provides classes to accommodate pupils with- 
out preparation in any of these subjects. However, that a 
pupil may get the most from one of the Latin courses, it 
would be decidedly to his advantage to have the junior high 
preparation in that subject. The same might be true of 
some of the other subjects if the pupil elected certain 
courses. It is probable that if courses in Fench, junior 
high mathmeatics, and occasionally a little Latin are offered 
in your school, the needs of your children will be fairly 
well cared for. 


The Marking System 


A word of explanation at this time of our marking sys- 
tem may not be amiss. Lack of understanding of the 
significance of the marks on the pupils’ cards very fre- 
quently causes much uneasiness for the parents and leads 
to unpleasant situations for the teacher, and sometimes for 
other school officials. 

We have adopted in our marking system a five point 
scale, with four grades above the passing mark, and one 
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to indicate any degree of attainment, however poor, which 
is below such a standard. The vital point is the standard 
of attainment fixed for a passing mark. This should rep- 
resent an absolute quantity and should not be subject to 
the caprice of any school official, whether teacher, superin- 
tendent, or board member. It should represent such at- 
tainment for each grade as is known to be secured on pro- 
motion by the pupils in the average school, or in such a 
school as you wish to maintain. To fix such a standard 
with any degree of certainty has been up to very recent 
years an impossibility. Any teacher or other administra- 
tive officer could, of course, guess, but there was no data 
for forming any reliable judgment. All this has been 
changed. From the many and much used scales and the. 
standardized tests of today, the teacher or superintendent 
can form a very definite idea of where in the scale of at- 
tainment the passing mark should be in any school subject. 

When this crucial point has been determined, the grading 
of those above the passing mark is a comparatively easy 
matter. In the five point scale, we give a mark of A, for 
the exceptional attainment, such as is found from the curve 
of normal distribution is secured by 7 per cent or 8 per 
cent of the pupils in the schools in the aggregate. B, is 
given for'the rest of the upper third, C, for the middle 
third, D, for that portion of the lowest third which is above 
the passing standard, and F, for all below passing. 

The mark C, then, represents the attainment of the larg- 
est class, the great class of average ability, while B, is a 
mark which any parent should feel proud to see on the 
child’s card, and A, is for the exceptional few. Under- 
standing this, it is inconsistent for the parent claiming bt 
average ability or behavior for his child, to expect marks 
of A and B. These are marks for pupils of more than 
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average abilities and behavior. We have such pupils and 
by this system we may show their grading. 

This scheme for marking the attainment of pupils is the 
one used, or approximated, in nearly all school systems of 
today. It may be reduced to a per cent basis wherever there 
is an advantage in so doing, placing the passing mark 
where it is most convenient. 

Thanking the board for the many considerations shown 
me which have made my labors for the past year a pleas-
